This agenda item seeks authorization for the Executive Director to execute a Jurisdictional
and Maintenance Agreement with Union County, delineating the respective
responsibilities of the Authority and the County in the area of Chestnut Street (County
Road 619) and the Garden State Parkway. This agreement further allows the County
access to the Authority property necessary for the current County project of construction
ADA-compliant curb ramps in the Chestnut Street area.

Term: August 16, 2016 through August 15, 2017

Under Agenda Item No. 248-06-2014, the Commissioners appointed Wolff & Samson PC
(now Chiesa, Shahinian & Giantomasi PC) as Authority Counsel, McElroy, Deutsch,
Mulvaney & Carpenter LLP as Authority Counsel (Conflicts), Wilentz, Goldman & Spitzer
PA as Special Bond/Tax Counsel, Gilmore & Monahan PA, GluckWalrath LLP, Morgan
Melhuish Abrutyn and Pashman Stein PC as Special Counsel for Litigation, McElroy,
Deutsch, Mulvaney & Carpenter LLP as Special Counsel for Employment/Labor,
Pashman Stein PC as Special Counsel for Insurance and DeCotiis, Fitzpatrick & Cole
LLP, Dvorak & Associates LLC, Gilmore & Monahan PA, GluckWalrath LLP and Morgan
Melhuish Abrutyn as Special Counsel for Police Protective. Each contract was for a two-
year term with two one-year options to extend, at the discretion of the Authority. This
agenda item seeks authorization for the Executive Director to exercise the first extension
option, and extend each of these contracts for one year to August 15, 2017.

Authorization for the Authority to settle the FINRA Arbitrations in the Matter of New
Jersey Turnpike Authority (“NJTA”) v. Morgan Stanley & Company Incorporated
(“Morgan Stanley”) and Citigroup Global Markets Incorporated (“Citigroup”)

This matter involves claims the Authority filed against Morgan Stanley and Citigroup in
connection with the underwriting of Auction Rate Securities issued by the Authority in
2000 and 2003. Through FINRA’s mediation process, the NJTA and Morgan Stanley
have arrived at a settlement amount of $300,000, and the NJTA and Citigroup have
arrived at a settlement amount of $630,000. After attorneys’ fees and expenses, the net
proceeds from these settlements will be approximately $680,000. Outside counsel (who
was retained by the Division of Law on the Authority’s behalf) has recommended that the
Authority agree to settle at these amounts.

Feeder Road Maintenance Agreement and Rescind Prior Authorization to Enter Into
a Multi-Party Memorandum of Agreement For the North Avenue Corridor Project

Approval is requested for the following actions:

(1) Authorize Executive Director to enter into a State Transportation Projects Funding
Agreement with the Treasurer of the State of New Jersey. The five year agreement will
terminate on June 30, 2021 and provides for annual payments, to be made quarterly,
equal to $204 million per year in state fiscal years 2017 and 2018 and $129 million per
year in state fiscal years 2019, 2020, and 2021; and,

(2) Authorize Executive Director to enter into a Feeder Road Maintenance Agreement with
the Department of Transportation. The agreement will terminate on June 30, 2023 and
provides for annual payments, to be made quarterly, equal to $8.0 million in state fiscal
year 2017, $5.0 million in state fiscal year 2018, $4.0 million in state fiscal year 2019,
$2.75 million in state fiscal year 2020, and $2.5 million per year in state fiscal years 2021,
2022, and 2023; and,

(3) Rescind the prior authorization given at the August 2009 Board of Commissioners
meeting to the Executive Director to enter into a Multi-Party Memorandum of Agreement
For the North Avenue Corridor Project. Under this agreement, the Authority was to
provide funding for this feeder road project equal to $45 million, payable over 10
years. The project has not advanced and the Memorandum of Agreement was never
executed by any of the parties.

The majority of the design, post-design and unanticipated budgets for OPS No. P3358 have
been utilized to perform various unanticipated items, including multiple shop drawing re-
submission reviews, especially for accelerated bridge construction work, which has
exceeded post-design estimates.

The additional post-design services are comprised of: (1) Construction consultation and
support consisting of field meetings with construction supervision staff and coordination with
local and county officials, (2) Request for Information (RFI) review and responses which are
anticipated for ongoing work, and (3) Shop drawing reviews for ongoing work.
